WHEREAS the Division of Information and Support Services subsequently placed a different 
phone system in the Downtown Auto Bureau, and 
 
WHEREAS the difference between actual payments by the County Clerk’s Office for the originally 
purchased phone system and the one finally installed is $30,188,
